Radiant or covered with glory—All 
thru Paul’s writings we can — ‘eaisly 
find that, our religion ig a glory, g0s- 
pel, that the light that lights up Hea- 
ven is to shine upon us. “We all, with, 
open face beholding as. in a glass, the 
glory of the. Lord, are changed into the 
same image; from giory: to glory.” 
Jesus told us to let our. light shine. 
“The glory which thou gavest me I 
have given them.” What glory had the 
Father given Him? In Matt. 17:2 we 
find, “His face did shine as the sun, 
and His raiment was white as the 
light.” As we go on with the Lord, we 
will find that the transfiguration ex- 
perience is as much of an experience 
for us as sanctification or the Bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. Brother R. P. 
Johnson wrote several weeks ago 
that our first prayers should be, “Thy 
kingdom come.” In the ninth chapter 
of Mark Jesus plainly tells us that this 
experience is the kingdom of God, so 
when we pray “Thy kingdom come,” 
and it comes to us, this will be the ex- 
perience we will receive, all covered 
with glory. Without this experience we 
need not even consider being translat- 
ed when Jesus comes. Then last but 
not least, in the description of the 
Bride in Joel we read that before the

“We, your committee on General Indebtedness, respectfully recommend the 
following: That the General Assembly authorize the publication of enough cou- 
pon books to cover the General Indebtedness, denomination of coupons to be 
50c, 25¢ and 10c, to amount to $5.00, $10.00 and $20.00 respectfully, and placed 
on sale in the churches in the hands of reliable solicitors, also in the Sunday 
Schools and Young People’s meetings, district and state conventions, camp 


meetings or other important occasions. 


‘We further recommend that solicitors be appointed by state or district 
overseers, who, by virtue of their respective positions, are responsible for the 
direction of the work in their states or districts. All funds to be remitted to 
General Secretary when coupons are sold,

In compliance with the request of this committee passed on by the Assem- 
bly the coupon books have been printed. We had enough printed to cover the 
entire indebtedness. It was also passed by the Assembly that personal subscrib- 
ers and all churches that had not paid their pro rata or notes given them by 
the Assembly would be held responsible and would be expected to pay same. 
In printing the notes to cover the indebtedness, after consulting with the Gen- 
eral Secretary and Editor and Publisher, we decided to print enough to cover 
the entire indebtedness. After checking up on last year’s work on the indebted- 
ness we found that many ehurches failed to pay anything and there is some- 
thing over 240 personal subscribers who have not paid. The reason for this is 
the financial condition of the country. We hope that many of these will be able 
to pay. We highly appreciate the loyal churches who have stood so faithfully 
by the Church in its struggle. I am sure that it is on these elements that we 
will have to depend for the rest of the indebtedness. Some few have suggested 
that they have paid their part and didn’t feel that they should pay any more. 
Of course this is not compulsory but how we do appreicate the loyal support 
of those who are able and can pay. May God bless every giver and help us to 
rally to the cause and sell enough of these coupons this year to finish the in- 
debtedness. These coupons can be sold to outsiders, friends of the church. Any 
child can take a book and sell it. I am‘writing a letter to the state overseers 
asking their cooperation in this most important work.

Contrast of The First And 
Second Coming 


Of Jesus 





D. V. Staten 


Text, Acts 1:11, “Which also said,| sorrow and acquainted with grief. Isa, 


Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye gaz- 
ing up into heaven? this same Jesus, 
which is taken up from you into heav- 
en, shall so come in like manner as 
ye have seen him go into heaven.” 

The text does not explain the dif- 
ference between the two comings, but 
does teach that He has once been 
here. The testimony of the two wit- 
nesses confirms that He is coming 
again. 

First, His physical weakness in His 
first appearance. We know He has 
been here once. We read how He walk- 
ed over the dusty plains of Galilee and 
over the hills of Judea. We want to 
know something of His makeup and 
disposition. We read in Rom. 8:3, 
“In the likeness of sinful flesh,” 
speaking of Jesus. He was not sinful 
flesh. He contained no sin, but His 
flesh was like that of a sinful man, in 
weakness and poverty, and talled the 
carpenter’s son. In reality He was the 
Son of God who chose poverty and 
weakness that He might gain His 
brethren and take them home. 

He was subject to suffering and 
temptations, Matt. 41:11; Heb, 4:15. 
He was tested on the weakest point, 
hungry, yet would not eat. The devil 
was seeking a kingdom which he 
knew would take death to win. Jesus 
would not take the devil’s advice. He 
was to be exalted, yet would not be 
set on high by that wicked one. He 
was in every other way tempted as 
we are. 

Second, His deep sympathy and 
humility. Sympathy and humility 
have never been .duplicated. He show- 
ed it in His life. He showed it in His 
ministry. and efforts to redeem a lost 
world. Isaiah said He was a man of 





58:3. He knew what it was to be 
sorrowful, and grief was no stranger 
to Him. Let us not look at Him with 
joyfulness and shouting, but in prayer 
with a heart reaching out for poor, 
fallen mankind. 


We find He had sympathy and com- 
passion, John 11:35. How He wept 
with the two sisters who wept for the 
brother and how He had pity on the 
blind and on the lepers! 


He was as a lamb, Isa. 53:7; John 
1:29. Isaiah described Him as a lamb 
led to the slaughter, willing to die on 
the cross. John referred to Him like- 
wise as a lamb that will give up and 
submit to its fate. 


He was a man of humiliation and 
mercy in the redemption in order that 
He might redeem the souls of men. 
“And if I go and prepare a place for 
you, I will come again, and receive 
you unto myself; that where I am, 
there ye may be also.” John 14:3. We 
see He has been here and has_ gone 
away and said He would come again. 
We are not looking for Him to come 
like He came the first time, but with 
power. 


“And then shall they see the Son of 
man coming in a cloud with power and 
great glory.” Luke 21:27. “With great 
glory.” The first time He was made 
lower than the angels, but this time 
exalted above all angels. He was neg- 
lected, but this time the kingdom will 
be given over to Him with a shout, 
1 Thess. 4:16, 17. The first time He 
came with sorrow and weeping, but 
the second time with shouting and the 
voice of the archangels will be heard 
with Him, shouting, Victory, victory 
over sin. There will be no death this 
time. But the thoughts of gathering

the results of His suffering in His 
first time will be enough to cause 
Him to shout instead of His disciples 
being scattered watching Him suffer. 
They can look on His face, and hear 
Him rejoice as He gathers His jewels. 

Fourth, His second coming two-in- 
one. He comes to catch His saints 
away. After the marriage supper He 
comes to reign, yet it is spoken of 
as His second coming. He first steps 
in the air, 1 Thess. 4:17, He halts 
long enough im the air to gather up 
the dead saints, or to call them from 
the grave, and to gather the live 
saints, and to raise them up with the 
power of God, and they go to the 
place of the marriage supper until 
the tribulation will pass. Isa. 26:20. 
We will enter into our chamber of re- 
fuge while the wrath of God will be 
poured out, then He will come back 
to the earth as King of kings and 
Lord of lords, Rev. 19:11-21. The days 
of mercy. are passed, the lamb-like 
disposition is replaced with that of a 
lion, Rev. 5:5.
